Army to Halt Retirements 


Many soldiers in units set to deploy must remain on duty 


WASHINGTON I Thousands of soldiers who 
had expected to retire or otherwise leave the 
military will be required to stay if their units 
are ordered to Iraq or Afghanistan. 

The announcement Wednesday, an 
expansion of a program called “stop -loss,” 
affects units that are 90 days or less from 
deploying, said Lt. Gen. Frank L. “Buster” 
Hagenbeck, the Army’s deputy chief of staff 
for personnel. 

Commanders can make exceptions for sol- 
diers with special circumstances. Otherwise, 
soldiers won’t be able to leave the service or 


transfer from their units until they return to 
their home bases after their deployments end. 

The Army is struggling to find fresh units 
to continue the occupation of Iraq. Almost 
every combat unit has faced or will face duty 
there or in Afghanistan, and increased vio- 
lence has forced the deployment of an addi- 
tional 20,000 troops to the Iraq region, 
straining units even further. 

The move allows the Army to keep units 
together as they deploy, Hagenbeck said. 


Units with new recruits or recently trans- 
ferred soldiers would not perform as well 
because the troops would not have had time 
to work together. 

Since the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, 
every Army unit ordered to Iraq, Kuwait, 
Afghanistan and nearby countries has faced 
a similar rule, although it has been applied in 
a piecemeal fashion. Army officials portrayed 
Wednesday’s announcement as an adminis- 
trative change that would serve as a catchall 
for every unit that deploys to those combat 
areas in the future, john j. lumpkin (ap)

Speech outlines U.S. goal of democracy in Iraq 


AIR FORCE ACADEMY, COLO. I Pres- 
ident Bush compared the fight 
against terrorists to the struggle 
against tyranny that forced World 
War II, telling new Air Force offi- 
cers Wednesday that the United 
States and its allies can win the 
battle by bringing freedom and 
reform to the Middle East. 

“Our goal, the goal of this 
generation, is the same” as it 
was in World War II, Bush said. 
“We will secure our nation and 
defend the peace through the 
forward march of freedom.” 

Bush told 981 graduates of 
the Air Force Academy that they 
will be joining a war whose cen- 
tral front is Iraq and the broader 


Middle East. 

“Just as events in Europe deter- 
mined the outcome of the Cold War, 
events in the Middle East will set 
the course of our current struggle,” 
he said. 

Bush has argued that freedom 
and democracy in Iraq will under- 
cut the stagnation and despair that 
feeds the extremist ideologies of al 
Qaeda and its terrorist allies. 

The new Air Force officers will 
enter a military strained by an 
occupation of Iraq that has become 
increasingly violent. Bush and other 
administration officials say they 
expect the violence to continue, 
even after a caretaker government 
takes over in July, matt kelley (ap)

Maker of Paxil Charged With Fraud 


Wildfires Force 
Fla. Evacuations 

HAMPTON, FLORIDA I A fast-grow- 
ing wildfire forced the evacuation of 
hundreds of northern Florida fami- 
lies Wednesday, and a huge blaze in 
a New Mexico forest jumped con- 
tainment lines. 

The Florida fire grew from about 
3,000 acres to about 5,000 acres as 
it burned near Hampton, about 50 
miles southwest of Jacksonville, a 
spokeswoman for the state Division 
of Forestry. Emergency officials 
evacuated about 500 people from 
areas near the blaze, (ap) 


NEW YORK I GlaxoSmithKline 
PLC committed fraud by with- 
holding negative information and 
misrepresenting data on prescrib- 
ing its antidepressant Paxil to chil- 
dren, according to a lawsuit filed 
Wednesday by New York Attorney 
General Eliot Spitzer. 

The lawsuit, filed in New York 
State Supreme Court, said Glaxo 
suppressed four studies that failed to 
demonstrate the drug was effective 
in treating children and adolescents 
and suggested a possible increase 
of suicidal thinking and acts. 


It also said an internal 1999 Glaxo 
document showed that the company 
intended to “manage the dissemi- 
nation of data in 
order to minimize 
any potential neg- 
ative commercial 
impact.” 

Glaxo spokes- 
woman Mary 
Anne Rhyne said 
the company “has acted respon- 
sibly in conducting the studies in 
pediatric patients and disseminat- 
ing results. All of our studies have 


been made available to the [U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration] 
and regulators worldwide.” 

Rhyne also said the stud- 
ies referred to in the suit have 
been made public in medical meet- 
ings, journals and letters to doc- 
tors. 

Paxil is not approved for use in 
children, but doctors can prescribe 
drugs as they see fit and routinely 
recommend antidepressants for 
children suffering from depression 
and other psychological disorders.

Lung Cancer Down Among Women 


WASHINGTON! Lung cancer is inch- 
ing down among women after 
decades of smoking-fueled increas- 
es — and overall survival rates are 
improving for most types of tumors 
among both men and women. 

Not everyone is reaping the 
gains: Minorities still are more like- 
ly than whites to die from cancer, 
says the nation’s annual report on 


cancer, to be published Thursday 
in the journal Cancer. 

Most striking in this latest tally is 
what’s happening with the No. 1 can- 
cer killer: Rates of female lung can- 
cer diagnoses have declined about 
2 percent a year since 1998, years 
after men began a similar improve- 
ment, according to the report.

With Nov. elections as 
backdrop, Democrats 
win key race in S.D. 

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. j Democrats 
looking ahead to November got a 
bounce this week with the victory 
of Stephanie Herseth in a special 
election, snatching a House seat 
in a heavily GOP-leaning state and 
marking the party’s second- straight 
congressional triumph. 

Herseth narrowly defeated 
Republican Larry Diedrich in 
Tuesday’s poll. She will immediate- 
ly fill the seat of Bill Janklow, who 
resigned his seat before he went to 
jail over a deadly auto accident. 

The race was closely watched by 
both national parties. 

The Republican and Democratic 
House campaign committees waged 
media blitzes in South Dakota, 
pouring $2 million into TV ads. 

Herseth ’s win coincided with 
Democratic claims that a nation- 
al tide is running their way. Even 
after victories in South Dakota 
and in Kentucky earlier this year. 
Democrats still must pick up 11 
more seats in November to gain 
control of the House. 

Republicans disputed Dem- 
ocratic claims about an anti- GOP 
trend, noting that Herseth began 
the race with a significant lead.

famous and not- so -famous alike, 
including David Copperfield and 
Ronald “Rondini” Lindberg, have 
called to protest the museum’s 
“A.K.A. Houdini” show. Magicians 
say their code of ethics prohibits 
revealing secrets to the public. 

But museum officials insist the 
exhibit hasn’t revealed anything 
not already available in books and 
on the Internet. They also say peo- 
ple will appreciate magic more by 
knowing the secrets. 

The exhibit, which is set to run 
for 10 years, includes hands-on dis- 
plays. There are a straitjacket and 
a jail cell from which visitors can 
try to escape, plus Houdini items 
such as handcuffs and lock picks.

Panel Reports 
Pollution Decline 

WASHINGTON I Pollution in North 
America fell 10 percent over three 
years, but coal-burning power 
plants are lagging in improvements 
among sources that are fouling the 
air, it was reported Wednesday. 

The 10 percent drop occurred 
from 1998 to 2001, said the 
Commission for Environmental 
Cooperation, a three-nation 


panel established by the United 
States, Canada and Mexico under 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 

Chemical pollutants released 
into the air from all industrial 
sources decreased 18 percent over 
the three years, falling to 832,000 
tons in 2001. But chemical pollut- 
ants from power plants fell only 9 
percent, the study said. 

All but four of the top 50 air pol- 
luters in North America were coal- 
burning power plants, (ap)

Iraqis Wary of New Leaders 

U.N. envoy tries to rouse support for government 


Vociferous

Chalabi 

Former Iraqi exile 
aceused of providing 
Iran with U.S. secrets 

WASHINGTON I Former Iraqi exile 
Ahmad Chalabi and his support- 
ers denied Wednesday that he gave 
Iranian officials classified informa- 
tion indicating the United States 
had cracked Iran’s secret commu- 
nications codes. 

Chalabi, a long- 
time favorite of some 
in the Pentagon, 
is at the center of 
a controversy over 
whether he leaked 
the closely guarded 
information about methods used by 
the United States to spy on Iran. 

Government officials said the 
FBI was investigating who in the 
U.S. government provided Chalabi 
the information, a potential crim- 
inal offense that could have dam- 
aged American efforts to monitor 
Tehran’s activities. 

In Iraq, Chalabi told the AP that 
the reports he leaked the highly 
classified information are “false” 
and “stupid.” 

Allegations that Chalabi passed 
highly sensitive information to Iran 
have lingered for weeks, and some 
news organizations were asked by 
U.S. officials not to report the details 
of the alleged leak because it would 
endanger an investigation, (ap) 


BAGHDAD I U.N. envoy Lakhdar 
Brahimi urged Iraqis on Wednesday 
to accept the new interim govern- 
ment he helped put together, and 
called for a dialogue with “patriot- 
ic” elements of the anti-American 
insurgency — a departure from 
U.S. policy. 

Brahimi also hinted that the 
chief administrator in Iraq, L. Paul 
Bremer, had wielded considerable 
influence in the selection of ministers 
for the new government, which held 
its first meeting Wednesday. 


“I sometimes say. I’m sure he 
doesn’t mind me saying that, Bremer 
is the dictator of Iraq,” Brahimi said. 
“He has the money. He has the sig- 
nature. Nothing happens without 
his agreement.” 

Popular reaction was mixed to 
the interim government, which 
will officially take power June 30. 
Some Iraqis said the new Cabinet 
was no different from the U.S.- 
picked Governing Council that 
dissolved itself Tuesday. Others 
said it was full of politicians who 


lived too long in exile. 

Newspaper editorials and ana- 
lyst in the Arab world appeared 
mostly uninterested by the devel- 
opments in Iraq. 

“Nearly nothing has changed,” 
wrote political analyst Rajeh 
Khoury in Beirut’s prestigious 
An-Nahar newspaper. “It can be 
assumed without hesitation that 
the American maestro will con- 
tinue to lead the [Iraqi] orches- 
tra.”

TV News Show in Russia Shut Down 


MOSCOW I A leading Russian tele- 
vision news program has been 
shut down and its anchor fired 
after the program tried to broad- 
cast an interview with the widow 
of a slain Chechen separatist leader, 
news agencies reported. 

The reports said the announce- 
ment of Leonid Parfyonov’s dismiss- 
al and the closure of his show was 
made in a statement by the NTV 
television channel. 

NTV in recent years has been the 
focus of concern over media free- 
dom in Russia. The station was 


taken over by an arm of a state-con- 
nected company, Gazprom, in 2001 
after its owner was 
charged with finan- 
cial misdeeds in a 
probe widely seen 
as punishment for 
NTV’s critical cov- 
erage of President 
Vladimir Putin 
and the war in Chechnya. 

Since then, NTV’s coverage 
had become less assertive, but 
Parfyonov’s program retained an 
edge. The weekly program’s most 


recent broadcast included an inter- 
view with the widow of Chechen 
separatist figure Zelimkhan 
Yandarbiyev, who was killed when 
his car was bombed in Qatar in 
February. Two Russian security 
officers are on trial for the killing. 

The interview was shown in far 
Eastern regions, but was pulled in 
more populous western regions sev- 
eral hours later, Parfyonov said on

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Threeforeign 
medical workers and two Afghans 
were killed Wednesday when their 
car was ambushed in northwest- 
ern Afghanistan, police and the aid 
agency said. Resurgent Taliban mili- 
tants claimed responsibility. 

The assault was the deadliest on 
foreign aid workers since the U.S.- 
led ouster of the Taliban regime in 
late 2001, and was bound to raise 
new security fears that already 
prevent agencies from operating 
in much of the south and east. 

The group was ambushed in 
Khair Khana, a village 340 miles 
west of Kabul, provincial police 


chief Amir Shah Naibzada said. 

An official at Medecins Sans 
Frontieres, which runs several 
clinics in the province, said three 
of its foreign staff and two Afghans 
died in what “seemed to be a ter- 
rorist-type attack,” but added that 
details were still murky. 

An MSF news release later said 
the foreign victims were a Belgian 
woman and a Dutch man and a 
Norwegian man. The MSF said 
they were members of a medical 
team, but it did not give their spe- 
cific jobs. 

Mullah Abdul Hakim Latifi, 
a purported spokesman for the 
Taliban, called AP and said it car- 
ried out the attack at 4 p.m. and 
gave the location where it took place. 
He threatened more attacks would

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TSA Halts Tests 
At New Carrollton 


Study’s initial results 
show that equipment 
to snifP bombs worked 

NEW CARROLLTON, MD. I The 
Transportation Security 
Administration has ended its test 
of a bomb -sniffing machine at a 
suburban Washington train sta- 
tion, saying initial results show 
the machine works. 

The monthlong pilot project 
ended May 26 and the equipment 
that puffs small bursts of air at pas- 
sengers to detect explosives has been 
removed from New Carrollton sta- 
tion, according to TSA spokeswom- 
an Chris Rhatigan. 

A detailed final report will be 
completed over the next month, but 
early results showed the detection 
equipment worked and did not cause 
significant delays to passengers. 

The test was the first of a three 
part experiment by TSA to see if pas- 
sengers, bags and trains can be effec- 
tively screened for explosives. 



New Carrollton riders will no longer pass 
through the bomb-detection machine. 


Starting next week, checked lug- 
gage at Union Station in Washington 
will be scanned. In July, the agency 
will use detection equipment to check 
passengers already on trains. 

There are no plans to perma- 
nently install the bomb sniffing 
machines, known as EntryScan.

TECHNOLOGY! Google’sfree e-mail 
service has been derided as an 
obnoxious privacy invasion that 
will suck up vast amounts of user 
data and deposit information into a 
database that never disappears.

The Internet search leader says its 
computers will merely be scanning 
e-mail so it can place relevant and 
nonintrusive text ads next to mes- 
sages. That’s how it plans to make a 
buck — and be able to offer the ser- 
vice without charging the user. 

Gmail isn’t yet available to the 
public, and the only way to get it is 
by invitation from one of the thou- 


sands who are testing the service. 
Luckily, an AP reporter nabbed an 
account. 

The verdict? The privacy debate 
tends to obscure assessment of other 
Gmail attributes — namely usabil- 
ity, storage and search. In most of 
these areas, Google trounces other 
free e-mail services. 

Gmail’s most impressive feature 
is its 1 gigabyte of storage per user. It 
makes Microsoft Hotmail’s 2 mega- 
bytes — l/500th of Gmail’s storage 
capacity — as well as Yahoo Mail’s 
4 megabytes seem stingy. 

Google, of course, incorporates 
its powerful search function, mak- 
ing both active and archived mes- 
sages quickly accessible. The entire 
inbox can be searched from a text 
box that appears on every page. 

Though Gmail is mostly pol- 
ished, some areas need improve-

ment. For one, Gmail doesn’t work 
with third-party e-mail programs 
such as Outlook or Eudora. It also 
didn’t do any better than Hotmail 
or Yahoo in identifying messages 
as spam. 

As for the much-maligned adver- 
tisements, they were unobtrusive 
and well-targeted, just like the text 
ads that appear alongside Google 
searches. 

Gmail doesn’t always deliver ads. 
Google promises to “block certain 


ads from running next to an e-mail 
about catastrophic news.” 

In a test e-mail containing news 
about the death of a fictional uncle, 
who “died” tragically while vaca- 
tioning in Hawaii, no ads for funeral 
homes appeared. Nor did any useful 
links to mortuaries in Hawaii. 

But when the tragic news was 
appended to a conversation about 
Cisco routers and sent to a Gmail 
account, technical ads suddenly

OPEC Favors

ENERGY I Several OPEC members 
expressed support Wednesday for 
a Saudi plan to raise the group’s oil 
production ceiling by 10.6 percent 
in the hope of calming jittery mar- 
kets and reducing crude prices from 
near record heights. Oil prices sank 
more than 5 percent in trading in 
New York and London. 

OPEC representatives are gath- 
ering in Beirut for joint talks ahead 
of a formal meeting Thursday on 
OPEC’s production policy. 

A suspected al Qaeda terror 
attack on oil worker compounds 
in Saudi Arabia over the weekend 
stunned markets that were already 
nervous about stretched inventories 
and Middle East tensions.

MUSIC I It’s tempting to call the 
Holmes Brothers late bloomers, 
but it’s just as likely that the music 
biz was slow in coming around to 
their sound. 

When Rounder Records rolled 
out the trio’s 1990 debut, Sherman 
Holmes, Wendell Holmes and Popsy 
Dixon had been performing their 
unique blend of gospel, blues, 
soul, funk, rock and country for 
a decade.

Curious Yellow 


A new book unearths 
— or debunks — the 
mysterious chamber 

OUT & AB0UTI Amber isn’t partic- 
ularly precious, but to investiga- 
tive journalists Adrian Levy and 
Catherine Scott- Clark, it’s the 
stuff of mystery. 

In “The Amber Room: The 
Fate of the World’s Greatest 
Lost Treasure,” the book the two 
Guardian reporters discuss and 
sign Thursday at a Smithsonian 
Resident Associates event, they 
go in search of perhaps the most 
spectacular creation ever crafted 
from the fossilized resin. 

When Frederick I undertook the 
renovation of Berlin’s Great Royal 
Palace in the early 18th century, 
court architect Andreas Schluter 
suggested decorating one of the 
rooms in amber. 

The project took a dozen years, 
but when Peter the Great voiced 
his admiration of it on a trip to 
Berlin in 1717, the new Prussian 
monarch, Frederick Wilhelm I, 
gave it to him. 

In Russia, the room enjoyed a 
rather complicated journey, even- 
tually ending up in the Catherine 
Palace. In 1941, Hitler’s armies 
stripped its walls bare, and the 
amber room was subsequently

Amber Room, he was given it. A room! 


displayed in Koenigsberg. 

After the war, the trail goes 
cold. The story of the amber room 
becomes a secret guarded by the 
Stasi and the KGB. Treasure -seek- 
ers are thwarted by bureaucrats. 

We won’t say what the book 
ultimately uncovers, but consider 
the subtitle of the U.K. edition: 
“The Untold Story of the Greatest 
Hoax of the Twentieth Century.”

OUT & ABOUT I If s official: Art lovers 
are all Moneted out. They’re done 
with Degas, peeved at Pissarro and 
utterly ruined for Renoir. 

After years of Impressionist 
overload, the big old-master art 
star is Johannes Vermeer (“Jan” to 
his pals). Decades spent vicariously 
strolling the banks of the Seine and 
tromping through the gardens of 
19th-century Argenteuil now give 
way to the pleasures of cocooning 
in the music rooms and studies of 
17th-century Delft. 


But whereas the impressionists 
left thousands of images behind, 
fewer than 40 paintings by Vermeer 
survive, making it all but impera- 
tive to get to know him via second- 
ary sources. 

In a day-long illustrated semi- 
nar titled “Vermeer and the Aura 
of Intimacy,” art historian Aneta 
Georgievska-Shine, a visiting 
instructor at the University of 
Maryland, delivers four 75 -min- 
ute lectures: “Vermeer and the Delft 
School,” “The Craft of Painting,” 


“Vermeer and His Models” and “A 
Painter of Allegories.” 

Expect discussions of Vermeer’s 
use of symbolism, light and optical 
devices such as the camera obscura, 
as well as of the development of his 
technique and his reputation among 
his contemporaries.

The Trouble With Entourages 

The North Carolina Court of 
Appeals has overturned a civil 
judgment ordering rapper SEAN “P. 
DIDDY” COMBS to pay $450,000 to a 
man who claimed he was beaten by 
bodyguards the rapper had hired. 
The ruling came Tuesday in a lawsuit 


filed by Cedrick Bobby Lemon, who 
said he was beaten in June 1995 by 
bodyguards Combs 
hired to protect 
singer Mary J. Blige. 
Because Combs 
didn’t respond to the 
complaint within the 
time required by law, ajudge ruled in 


Lemon’s favor. But the appeals court 
found that Lemon didn’t meet other 
requirements when he requested the 
default judgment. According to the 
lawsuit, as two bodyguards tried to 
clear the area to escort Blige after a 
concert, they punched Lemon in the 
head, kicked him in the back and 
broke his right ankle, (ap)

I was diagnosed in 2001, and it’s 
been hard for me to talk about it, 
even with other people with MS. 
What were your coping strategies? 

I understand how hard it is to 
talk to people about MS. I’m sure you 
don’t want pity, or random advice. I 
felt the same way. I think it’s a per- 
sonal decision who you tell, because 
there are so many myths about MS 
and people don’t really understand 
what it is. The most important thing 
is to know that there are people you 
can talk to. You can keep it to your- 
self, but you could also call a support 
team like the team at MS LifeLines. 
They are there to support the MS 
community and give good advice. 

How is it raising a lO-year-old? Is 
she understanding of your limita- 
tions, or do you think sometimes she 
doesn’t totally understand it all? 

These days 10 -year-olds are very 
wild. So she keeps me going. She 
doesn’t think of me as having limi- 
tations and neither do I. Since she 
is only 10, she doesn’t understand 
a lot of things about life, but I am 
trying to teach her that it is how 
you look at something that makes 
it good or bad. I think she gets that 
and I do too. I am grateful to have 
her . . . most of the time. 

Are you using an AFO (ankle foot 
orthosis)? Do you have a hard time 
finding shoes to accommodate the 
foot brace? How do you get by when 
you have to wear formal outfits. 

I do have an AFO. And yes, it is 
hard to find shoes. Manolo Blahnik 
hasn’t come out with his MS line of 
shoes yet. I’m waiting! In the mean- 
time, I wear Teva sandals and Puma 
Velcro strap sneakers. I have created 
a new chic look and it’s working for 
me. There are some really expen- 
sive French shoes called Arch for 
formal occasions, but I’m not very 
formal, as you can tell.
